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thonius Mizaldns wyiteth, Theſe Beſaar ſtones, beeing of a 
moſte excellent, notable and pꝛecious vertue, are now gotten in 
Peru, in the Meſt Indians, and found about ten peeres paſt, in 
certaine kinde of Beaſtes that goeth in the Pountaines of that 
Countrye, which are much like to ſherpe o2 Binds that are in 
p Poztinga!e Indians, by a wozthy Spaniſh Gentleman, called 
Peter de Oſima, who killed ſome of thoſe Beaſtes purpoſely,foz 
the ſaid Beſaar ſtones, which he thought to finde in them: but al⸗ 
though he loked and ſearched therefoze in the bellpe, and in other 
places of one of the greateſt and eldeſt of them: yet he could finde 
none of them, neither would the Indians fell him in what place 
of the Beaſt they were, ſaying they knew no ſtones: being loath 
he ſhouldknowe that ſecrete. But at the laſt an Indian Bope, 
of twelue peeres of age told him where to finde them. Wherfoze 
the other Indians would haue killed the Boye, becauſe the In⸗ 
dpans do much eſteeme thoſe Stones, fo2 they doo offer them 
vnto their Gods, oꝛ befoze their Idols, as one of p moſt pꝛecious 
things they haue. So that by the ſaid bopes reucaling, the ſapde 

Gentleman found the Stones in a certaine little purſe that the 
mau of the beaſt hath, wherin the hearbs doth lye when he cha- 
weth the cud. The ſaid Gentleman giues a maruelous commen- 
dation of them in a Letter, which he wzote to Doctoz Monar- 
dus an exreilent learned Phiſifion of Ciuill in Spapne: ſaying,

be pꝛaiſeth God, foz the great beneſites reteiued by the vertues 

of this Beſaar Stone. Aud the ſaid Dodo Monardus hauing 
receiued of the ſapd tones from the ſayd Gentleman, dooth mar⸗ 
uetlouſly pꝛaiſe and extoll the ſapd Stones in a wozthy wozke oz 
booke made by him of certaine Trees, Oples, Plants, and Sto⸗ 
nes of wonderfull great & marueilous effycts, whoſe very words 


thereof, (as much as ſhall ſeeme needfull therefoze:)1 ny an

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vtter. It 4 would (faith he) put heere the great cffectes, and the 
diſeaſes which the Stones of Peru haue healed, that they which 
do come from thence do tell me, and that Gentlemen doth wzite 
me: it would make a great Booke.

that they dw, and theſe that haue paſt by my hands, whereby all

vſed. Our Occidentall Beſaar Stones haue great vertues, pꝛin- 
cipally they do remedy many perſons which be ſicke of the hart, 
koʒ the which J haue giuen great quantitye of them that haue 
beene bꝛought me, they haue made maruelous effects: ſo much 
that to many perſons which did wound, by tak ing if away from 
them, they were deliuered from death.

dzawe the putrification, And if hee do not cxtinginſh and take a- 
way the mallice, the cure is neuer at an end.

And where there is certaine 
ſpots in the body like vnto flea bitings, which do appeare in the 
like Feuers, the Baſaar Stone of our Indpans, doth make mar⸗ 
netlons effectes Df thoſe which they haue bꝛought mee, J haue 
ſpent the moſt parte, giuing in them the like diſeaſes, and a” 
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ithathremediedmany with marucileus ſucceſſe, 4 in that which 
ſome of them hath bene ſpent by me, hath beene in fowndinges, 
and ſurely J haue ſæne in theſe Stones the effects ſo great, that 
it ſeemeth a thing of wonder. And clpeciallye, J haue ſœne theſe 
caaſes moze remedied in women, then in men: it is a maruelous 
thing to be taken, and it hath dene manikeſt effects, where there 
is melancholy humoꝛ, it dooth repair him much.

Take the ripe berries af Jup, bœing d2yed in the 
ſhaddowe, then ſtampe them and make them in pouder, of which 
powder take halfe a dzam in two oz thzce ounces of the water of

Dochoz Monardus in his 5 befoze mencioned among ** 
marueilous matters, bath declared at large of two wonderfull 
and ſtrange Stones, in theſe wooꝛds following, They do bzing 
(ſaith be) from the new Spaine, two Stones of greate vertue, 
the one is called the Stone of the bloud, and the other is a Stone 
foz the diſeaſe of the Stone in the kidneies and rapnes. The 
bloud Stone is a kinde of a Jaſper of diuers colours, ſomewhat 
darke,full of ſpꝛinckles like fo bloud, beeing ofcollour red, of the 
which Stones the Indians doo make certapne Yartes, both 
greate and ſmall. The vſe thcreof both heere and there, is foz 
all fluxe of bloud, of what parts ſoeuer it be, of the noſe, oꝛ of the 
Menſtrues. oꝛ of the Pyples, and of woundes, oꝛ of that which is 
caſf ont of the mouth, The ſtone muſt be wet in colde water, and 
the ſicke man muſt take it in his right hande, and ſrom time to 

time wet it in cold water. In this loꝛte the Indians doe vſe them. 
| And as touching the Indians, they haue it ſo2 certain, that tous 
ching the ſane Stone in ſome parte where the blouve runneth, 
that it doth reſtrain, and in this they haue great truſt,fo2 that the 
ettec hath been ſeen It dooth pzofit alſo, hauing it holden, han⸗

the kidneycs, and in expelling of ſand and ſtone, Inſomuch that 
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ged oꝛ tyed in the ſame parte, where the blod runneth, fo that it 
touch on the fleſhe. Ok this Stone we haue ſeene great effectes, 
in ſtaunching of bloud. And ſome that dw ſuffer the Hemeroi dall 
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fluxe, haue remedied themſelnes with making of Ringes of this 


Stone, and wearing them continually on their Fingers, and al⸗ 
ſo in Menſtruall luxe of Women, 

The other Stone which is fo2 the diſeaſe of the Stone in the 
kidnep:s oz repnes, the fineſt of them are like vnto Plaſma,of 
Eſineraldes, which is likened to arene, with a milkiſh cullour, the 
greateſt is the beſt, they bzing them made in diners fourmes and 
faſhions : foz ſo the Indians bad them in olde time, ſome like to 
Filhes, other like to heads of Birdes, other like fo billes of Pos 
pagies, other like to round Beadeſtones: but all pierced though 
fo2 that the Indians did vie to weare them banging, foz the effed 
ofthe greele of the ſtone oz ſtomack: foz in thele two ſickneſſes if 
doth maruelous effeds. 

The chefs vertue that it hath, is in the paine or the fone in 


à Gentleman which had one of them heer, the beſt of them that J 
bane ſeene, hauing put it to his arme, it doth make him to expell 
and caſt out much ſand, pmany times he doth take it awap : foz 
that be thinketh that it doth hurt him foz to put out ſo much: and 
in taking it away, be ccaſeth to caſt anꝑ from him. When he fee⸗ 
leth the paine of the fone, and putting it to againe, it doth take 
away incontinent, with expelling of muche Sande and ſmall 
Stones. J haue ſeene it carried to perſons, that haue beene gree⸗ 
ned with great greefe and paine of the ſayde diſeaſe, and putting 
it to them, they do foꝛthwith expell the ſand and the little ſtones: 
and remaine cleare therof. The Stone hath a pꝛoperty hidden, 
by the which meanes he dooth great effectes, to pꝛeſcrue that they 
fall not into the patne of the ſaide diſeaſes. And after it is come 
it taketh it away, oz dun'niſheth it. Jt dooth make the ſand to be 
crpelled with great abundance, and like wiſe Stones. It faketh 
away the heat from the raines of the back: it pꝛoſiteth in greefes 
cfthe ſtomack put to it, and aboue all it pꝛeſcrueth from the laide 
gref. y Lady the Dutches, (ka Dutches in Þpaine)fo2 that ſhe 
bad in ſhoꝛt time thꝛee times, exceeding paines of the Stone, ſhe

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and ſithence ſhe put them to her arme, ſhe neuer had moze paincs. 
of the ſtone. And ſo it hath happened to any other that had the 
like benefit, fo2 the which they are much eſteemed, and now thep 
be not ſo ſone had as at the beginning: foz that theſe ſtones oniyx 
the Gentleman and Niche men haue them. And with reaſon: be⸗ 
cauſe thep do ſuch maruelous effects. Thus much hath the lear⸗ 
ned Doctoꝛ Monardus declared of the crcellencyes of the two 
afoze named Stones, which are bzought from the Welk Indias, 
with diuers other pzecious Dples, Weods, Gooms, and other 
thinges, as are molt plainelp and largelpe ſet foo2th in this ſapde 
booke with many credible pꝛoofes: latelye Engliſhed and publi⸗ 
ſhed inp2int by the ſapde lohn Frampcoh, therefoze woozthye of 
great commendation, called, Joyfall Newes out of the newe 
found Moꝛlde. Which is of a ſmall pꝛice, but yet very pzcctous: 
foz in my iudgement, whoſoener dooth buye it; dothnot pay ther⸗
